No big city in America is in more of a 
dither than is Cleveland. Apparently 
stunned by the election of Car! Stokes 
as mayor in 1967, the town hasn't got 
over the shock yet: 

As a result, Cleveland has drifted 
perilously cloge to the rocks of disaster. 
The Cuyahoga river still divides the city 
racially. \ts politics are dominated by 
predominately Democratic majority. The 
Republican party in the city is purely a 
paper organization. 

The age-old crab-in-the-basket game 
has prevented any strong leader from 
emerging. As a result, there is 4 babel 
of voices. A scurrying of people and 
elected officials in all directions with no 
one seemingly knowing just which way 
to go to get Cleveland moving. 

Best with all the problems of an in- 
dustrial, urban city, Cleveland today 
stands. in dire need of unity and 
cooperation. All the talent and know- 
how is here to do the job, but it’s what's 
lacking that is keeping the city lagging 
in a lackadasical bw 

The climate for action is here. Never 
in the 42 years that | have been here, 
have | seen more people, Black and 
white, willing and anxious to pitch in 
and help. Yet, we seem to be spinning 
wheels rather than making progress. 

The riff between City Council and the 
mayor's office, is worse than it was 
during the last years of the Stokes’ ad- 
ministration. and, since Mayor Ralph 
Perk is running for the U.S. Senate, 
there seems to be no hope for any im- 
mediate improvement. 

While this condition continues, the 
problems of the city grow worse. The. 
mayor is uncertain and vacillating. His 
cabinet is mediocre and indifferent. 

The Growth Board called attention to 
the financial problems of Cleveland 
weeks ago. The mayor's answer is a 
proposal for a modest tax increase, 
which was cooly received in almost 
ev quarter: because: it is obviously 
too little to do all the things the mayor 
calimed it will do. 

The mayors determination to give 
free bus rides.to the elderly.is almost 
sure to.doom his tax proposal (if it gets 
onthe: ballot).to.defeat-in November. 

The plight of the city-owned transit 
system gets worse by the day. » 
selfish politics has forced most of the 
experienced _ management to leave. 
There are no signs that the Transit 
Board members or the mayor who ap- 
points them, are anywhere near an un- 
derstanding of what's best to do to 
avoid a total breakdown or bankruptcy 
of the system in 1975. 

One vacancy on the Transit Board 
has gone unfilled since last November. 
Another vacancy comes in three mon- 
ths. Board members are restive and un- 
certain. Employee morale is at a record 
low. The pubic Is suffering, because the

The workhouse under the Stokes’ 
administration was hailed as a model 
penal institution. Today it's a shamble, 
with the city trying to get rid of it. 

Police reforms are talked about but 
nothing to improye the protection to the 
public has been done. This despite the 
miltions of dollars of federal money that 
has been awarded the city. Dope is 
the biggest crime producer with no real 
efforts being made to eradicate it. 

The one man who is screaming for 
action, is George Forbes, president of 
City Council. While his screams are 
heard, no one seems to be motivated 
into. action, President Forbes is calling 
the mayor's bluff (not without partisan- 
ship) and, the city is waiting to see 
what George will do if the mayor ° 
ignores him. 

With his present hold on City Council 
(31 Democrats, 2 Republicans) more 
secure —than—that of any previous 
president in memory, President Forbes, 
if he so desires, can put pressure on 
both the mayor and the County Com- 
missioners for real action. 

His trump card is the delivery of the 
Black vote for the money issues that 
will be on the ballot this fall. Without 
this vote, most of these issues will be 
defeated. 

So, George Forbes can move from a 
position of strength if he has the cour- 
age to do so. Mr. Forbes, however, must 
tie himself a little closer to Black 
leadership in the city. The stronger we 
build Negro togetherness, the greater 
will be our imput into the affairs of the 
City: Likewlse, the-plentitul Black talent 
available in Cleveland, is capable. of 
contributing much to the solutions of 
local problems if they are counseled 
with before the fact rather than after- 
wards. 

Cleveland is not a one-man town, be 
that man blaek or white. However, by 
eet sc this available talent into a 
workable biock, Cleveland can move 
ahead. The time for this kind of unity is 
now. President Forbes should call a 
summit meeting of Negro leadership to 
hammer out a program that will elicit 
the full support of programs designed 
to get Cleveland moving.

manages to escape criminal prosecution for his part 
in the Watergate coverup, he will probably spend the 
rest of his-days trying to.convince the world that he 
resigned in the best interest of the country rather than 
because of the commission of an offense against that 
country. 
In hie retirement, he will also have the consolation 
of knowing that the préss will no longer have him to 
“kick around.” It might be recalled that he used the 
term “kick around” as the kicker to what was to have 
been his Swan Song following his defeat in the race 
for governor of California almost 20 years ago. 

Nixon's .confession of guilt in the Watergate 
coverup, has. been generally accepted by both friend 
and foes. There are those who believe, or pretend to 
believe, that he has told the whole and oe truth of 
his involvement in the nation’s” are and “most 
corrupt and disgraceful scandal. ‘ 

The public may never know whether he is guilty of 
other wrongdoings, but to use another old cliche 
jevised by our Southern ancestors, “Everything that 
goes over the Devils back comes back under his 
belly.” 

If this ancient cliche may be applied to Nixon's 
troubles in the sense that our ancesters rested their 
cases, he may still have a long hard row to hoe before 
the Watergate mess is written into history. 

Whatever the final outcome of his plight may be, 
Richard M. Nixon is destined to go down in history as 
the one man who tested the system established by the 
Founding Fathers and found it to be everything they 
intended it to be.

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Give Draft Dodgers Amnesty 


They discuss amnesty’ for 
those youths who fled the 
country rather than face the 
draft into the armed-forces to 
go over to Vietnam. It should 
not even be a matter of am- 
nesty for the youths -- the 
fight is over. 

The United States did not 
declare war, for no President 
went before Congress and 
declared, ‘Resolve that a 
State of war exists between 
the United States and North 
Vietnam,” to get Congress-to 
declare war. 

No, the whole operation 
sneaked in under a treaty 
arrangement of mutual 
defense among countries of 
Southeast Asia, including 
Australia, South Korea and 
the Phillipines. 

Congress approved the 
treaty which pledged the 
nation to help, but the pledge 
did not carry a full scale war 
activity by this nation; only a 
constabulary force exam- 
pled by the North Kor@a force 
and the Australia help in 
South Vietnam. 

But the United States went 
out: full force, the big nation 
that was going to get the war 
over in a hurry and — no 
doubt we could have done 
$0, but we nad to be more 
careful about the fight than a 
boxer in the ring hitting 
below the belt. 

Now the real crux of the 
fighting force that should 
have gone to South Vietnam 
should have been made up of 
armed forces reserves in- 
stead of draftees: There is no 
doubt that the draft laws were 
passed to fill the armed for- 
ces ranks for a purely defen- 
sive war against this country. 

There. has been no real | 
need of the defense of this 
country territorial-wise since 
the Pearl Harbor incident and 
— get this — other than those 
Mexican rebels crossing over 


the border in the mid-teens**"” 


there has been no real need 
of draft since the Civil War. 

To be sure, World War | 
found us defending our right 
to sali the seas at will, but no 
one had come to the 
American shore to fight us 
and our entry was predicated 
on an IDEAL. 

When the President ap- 
proached the ideal amnesty, 
the American Legion did not 
shout @ million nays, but it is 
bitterly opposed to amnesty. 
Pure ignorance as to what 
was réally behind the draft 
pes ot The most important 
angle, to me, about the 
Legion and VFW, the over- 
whelming vast majority.of the 
members are draftees. Count 
the volunteer members and 
the total will_out short. 


All those objectors to the 
amnesty are saying is: “If we 
had to go, they ought to go.” 
No, the ex-Gl's are not the 
cnes who rushed to 
recruiting office when World 
War 1) started and volun-*' 
teered to help defend our 
country. .No, they sat back, 
hoping the draft would 
bypass them. Take a poll and 
see how. many volunteered 
and how many got that letter 
that. opened with “Greet- 
ings.” , 

The draft dodgers,.who fled 
the country rather than go 
over to Vietnam and die like 
dogs of bullet wounds, if not 
snake bites, had seen their 
former’ schoolmates in 
funeral homes and being 
carried to graves with 
nothing but that posthumous 
award being handed to a 
mother in tears. 

Being told by some unifor- 

med man -about. courage, a 
handshake, some shots. just 
before the gravedigger start- 
ed covering a coffin — the 
dead soldier — was it all 
worthwhile? He did not die 
for his country — he died 
while his country: administra- 
tion was really meddling in 
another nation’s internal af- 
fairs. 
, Now, tell me, who were the 
teal dodgers — those who 
refused to be drafted or those. 
reserves and national guards- 
men who- managed, 
somehow, not to be touched 
by service in Southeast Asia? 
They volunteered to fight for 
their country, but how many 
of them bit the dust in Viet- 
nam? valk: 

All they seemed to have 
done was to meet the 
Periodic. drill, the summer 
camp and draw the paycheck, 
Oh, to be sure, there are 
many regular service volun- 
teers to fight in Vietnamn but 
so many of them were the 

isters who-couldn't-tind 
jobs iff the early 60's, so they 
joined up because it was a 
job and the work was. not 
hard until the war got started. 

One way or another, the 
linen of most men of this day, 
other than those who went 
through the academies, is 
badly soiled, so we should 
not raise any kind of a voice 
against amnesty for men who 
fled the country rather than 
be gobbled up in another 
nation’s troubles and its ar- 
med conflict. 


As Christ once said, let him 
who had no selfish motives in 
joining up, or who prayed not 
that the draft would bypass. 
him during South Vietnam 
times, “cast. the first’ nay 
against amnesty.

Rev. Fanniel, Top Black 
Presbyterian Quits Post 


WASHINGTON -(NBNS)— 
The highest-ranking black of- . 
ficial of the United Presby- 
terian Church has resigned 


because of continuing 
problems and a “crisis of 
leadership” in the 


church's hierarchy. 

The Rev. Leon Edward Fan- 
niel, 43, who served as 
executive director of the 
General Assembly Mission 
Council, tendered his resig- 
nation less than two years af- 
ter he was appointed to one 


of the two-top posts of the 2.9 
million-member | denomina- 
tion. 


Rev. Fanniel cited a‘ mutti- 
plicity of problems as con- 
tributing factors to his resig- 
nation. He said that the deno- 
mination’s continuing prob- 
lems over declining member- 
ship and contributions and 
the restructuring 
turmoil,.some church leaders 
are now calling for a “more 
aggressive, forceful, direct 

jarismatic leadership.” 


Rev. Fanniel confessed that 
he was unwilling to. change 
his modus operandi to con- 
form with the new demands. 
He said, “| know who | am,.1 
like who | am and | neither 
want nor feel the need to ex- 
pand energy proving my 
ability to make such a tran- 
sition.” 

He urged the Mission 
Council to “take the occasion 
of my resignation” to define 


Discovery 
Foreshadows 
Syphilis 


Vaccine 


WASHINGTON-(NBNS)—A 
discovery of two University of 


* Massachusetts scientists has 


opened the possibility of de- 
veloping a vaccine which will 
give immunity to syphilis. 

The scientists have found 
that “the bacterium that 
causes syphilis has been mis- 
classified since it was dis- 
covered in 1905 by two 
European scientists. The or- 
iginal discovers thought it 
an ."anaerobic” bacterium 
since it died more quickly 
when. exposed to air than 
when Kept in an oxygen-free 
environment. 

But, until Charles D. Cox 
and Mrs. Miriam K, Barber 
began reexamining this con- 
clusion recently, scientists 
have been troubled’ by their 
inability to grow the syphilis 
bacterium in the laboratory. 

Dr. Cox, who spent 20 
years studying related or- 
ganisms, believes now 
have the clue which will en- 
able them to grow the bac- 
terium.and develop an effect. 
ive vaccine. 

He and his coworker have 


research.

Remember the Joe Louis - 
Billy Conn battle? Conn 
looked like the winner until 
he got careless enougtr to tet 
the hard hitting Louis pound 
a victory..Even today Billy 
Conn's voice is broken one 
when he refers to the fight in 
which he almost became the 
heavyweight champion of the 
world 

A crowd of 54,487 wild- 
eyed, boxing fans who had 
paid $451.743 at the Polo 
Grounds gate, is something 
that Conn. never forgot. For 
12 rounds, the nimble, 
feather-footed Pittsburgher 
was the Brown Bomber's 
master. Then Conn got 
beside himself and his fiery 
Irish brain told, him he could 
actually walk out in the 13th 
round and “stretch” the great 
Brown Panther on‘the mat 

It was cruel over con- 
fidence on Conns part. The 
Irishman | from Pittsburgh 
could have coasted into vic- 
tory so far ahead.was he on 
points and all around ring 
generalship. Conn’s_ trouble 
was that he did not know how 
to coast. He cried in his 
dressing room after the 
defeat. 

“He seemed so easy to hit,” 
said Conn after the fight, 
“and | was sure | could bring 
him down. -1-forgotfor the 
moment the warning that 
Louis was dangerous every 
minute he was on his feet. 

Conn said, “Just give me 
another chance. | know’! can 
lick him.” There was no 
doubt that Conn had battered 
Louis in the 12th round. In- 
side, he was trying to 
measure* Joe for a finisher. 
Then it was that Louis clip- 
ped him with’a short right to 
the jaw. It muSt-have jarred 
the marrow in Conn’s bones. 

Conn wavered as if in a 


_ momentary trance, and Louis 


was still quick enough to take 
advantage of the shock 
which his right fist had 
engendered. Quickly he rip-

Should. he-regain._his 
feet, there would be only two 
seconds to go before the bell 
would save him now as it had 
rescued Louis in the 12th. 


“Seven, eight, nine," 
shouted Eddie Joseph, the 
referee who had done such a 
fair job all evening and a 
splendid job as arbitrator, As 
Jospeh said ‘‘ten". Billy was 
just getting to his feet, off the 
floor, He could have been 
given” the benefit of the 
doubt. 


Billy’s back was to Joseph 
as he counted “ten.” There 
was no doubt it was a great 
fight put up by both men. The 
important..part:, was. . neither 
one-wewd quit. it was that 
clos@ de was lucky. that 
night-ahd he knew it. 


At the same time The Bom- 
ber never quit, even though 
he was behind. Louis proved 
he was a great fighter when 
he lost his first to Max Sch- 
meling, but came back in the 
second fight and knocked the 
German out in the first round, 
in 2:04 of the first round. 

Yes, Conn was a good 
fighter with.plenty of guts, 
but Joe was a great puncher 
and was never out until coun- 
ted out. As long as he could 
keep his feet he was a 
dangerous fighter. 


, Joe without s shadow of a 
doubt will go down in boxing 
history as one of the best of 
all time - perhaps the best of 
all time. He was something to 
see in action.
